Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No reference 
was found anticipating or a combination of references found making obvious the 
combination of elements of claim 1 including a radiation source mounted on the load 
board adjacent to the test socket wherein a radiation pathway is provided in the plunger, 
the pathway directing radiation emitted by the radiation source through the plunger to 
the radiation sensing element of the packaged integrated circuit or the combination of 
steps of claim 13 including directing radiation from a radiation source mounted on the 
load board adjacent to the test socket through a radiation pathway provided in the 
plunger, thereby exposing the radiation sensing element to a suitable radiation signal 
emitted by the radiation emitting means.

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wilsher et al (6,985,219) and Brophy et al (7,129,722) are cited 
to show prior art testing apparatus and methods for a radiation sensing integrated circuit 
having a load board and a test socket.
